Hank Welsh, who has followed whaling 
for many years, was lucky enough to be 
one of a crew beyond the guif of the Holy 
Cross last spring that came upon a large 
whale in distress, surrounded by three mon- 
ster orcas, or billers, which had him wind- 
ed aad badiy wounded. The story is best 
told by Welsh : 

*‘We saw a big broadhead half a mile | 
away to windward, and he kept a-jumping | 
so hard that we knew he was in trouble. | 
When we got closer we saw some thrashera 
or billers afoul of him, and the water for an | 
acre or two around was bloody, The orcas | 
were pretty big ones and very vicious, | 
especially one which was fully twenty feet | 
long, and when the whale went down a few! 
fathoms this old boy rushed down after him | 
and gaveittohim hard. You see a whale 
can stay under about half an hour, and he! 
can go down 4% or 50 fathoms without | 
minding the pressure, but he can’t do a | 
single submarine trick ahead of an orca!
